When the extraetion is complete, the 
honey tank should be covered over to pre- 
vent flies, moths, бе, getting in, and 
should be left for about 48 hours, in which 
time all the impurities will have risen to 
the surface and а seum med. This 
should be carefully skimmed off, and the 
honey is then ready for market.

The Honey Industry.

Wales who are in tho game for what they 
can get out of it. At least, there were 
that number in 1918; a few may since 
have ‘bitten the dust’? Out of this 
number not 2 per cont. weigh the products 
they send to the agent. Not only do 
they not weigh their honey, but they do 
not weigh their wax, although it is worth 
2/- per 10. Tf thoir storekeeper wero to 
deliver sundry unweighed bags of rive, 
sugar, sngo, &е., and told thom to pay 
for what weight they got because he did 
not know what the amount was, they 
would think that man had gone mad, They 
would not consider any man sano who 
trusted another to that extent; but it 
nover seems to dawn upon thom that they 
trust the agent to an oven greater extent. 
Somo have made the excuso that the 
agents will not take any notice of their 
welphts, ‘That is their own fault for not 
insisting upon thoir rights, Tho law states 
thatan agent cannot depart from the in 
structions given to him, If he does so he 
is linblo for any loss which may ensue. 
Tf the apinrists combine they can compel 
tho agont to do as they wish. As a matter 
of fact they should run their own business

them—as they do now. The present system 
of marketing, by which they lose all con- 
trol of their honey once it leaves their 
hands, is absurd. In that respect it is 
as bad as the fruit business. 


Again, very few apiarists know what 
their honey osting to produce. They do 
not know, therefore, what is the minimum 
figure below which they cannot sell, except 
at a loss. It is impossible to arrive at 
this figure by the returns from any one 
year. The only way is to take five years’ 
returns, because the seasons vary so mueh, 
and the figure will vary with the methods, 
and particularly with the localities, of the 
apiarists. For instance, 44 tons were got 
one year from 400 hives, and the next 
sason the yield was Тем. In 1917 an 
apiarist with 500 hives got 1,500 tins (601b. 
cach). For the next three years he got 

| nothing at all, and at the end of that 
лост he sold his remaining 70 hives nnd 
went out of the business In that year 
lanother apiarist, with 300 hives, made 
enough to buy a farm.

The New “Zealand apiarists produce 
about twice as much honey per head of 
the population as we do, and yet there 
is по trouble of overproduction and 
glutted markets thore. They are getting 
such a good price for their products that 
they are able to get an advance of 54 
per Ib, as soon as they deliver their honey 
to their local contre, Why? They market 
all their honey through their own co-opera- 
tive honey company. Our system of try- 
img to make sales by simply reducing the 
price is a stupid one, What is wanted is 
not lower prices, but better distribution, 
which means money spent in advertising. 
If, instead of selling honey as low as 4d. 
per lb. (as is being done now), the mini- 
mum was fixed at 5d, and а penny n pound 
spent in advertising and bringing the 
merit of honey as a food before the publie, 
there would be some sense in it; but 
simply reducing prices does no good, for 
the reason that the publie does not. benefit 
from it. The publie still pays an absurdly 
high price, and the middleman scoops more

In the October Jonrnal your report sent 
for publication is ns follows:— 

“Tho quarterly meeting of the Gisborne 
Branch of the National Association 0 
Beekeepers was held in the Labour Rooms 
on Saturday, There was a full attendance 
of members, Mr. Wm, Fear being in the 
chair. After routine business, n subject 
of the most vital importance to local bee- 
keepers was discussed—viz., the proposed 
apiary tax. It was decided to protest 
ngainst the imposition of a tax on apiaries, 
nnd a committee was appointed to visit 
apiarists and obtain signatures to a peti 
tion to be handed to Messrs. W. D. Lysnar 
and K. S, Williams, M.Ps, for presentation 
before Parliament. The Association also 
decided to sever its connection with the 
National Association of Beekeepers, and 
in future be known as the Poverty Bay 
Beekeepers’ Association.” 

Now, in December, 1921, in the above 
letter yon state that you are solid for the 
tax in the exact form in which it wa- 
presented to you for consideration in May, 
when you voted against it. Can you com 
plain if the Executive misunderstood what 
you really wanted? 


The fonrth paragraph comes right at 
me personally with some hard sayings, and 
I reply as follows:— 


Tn May last, as Editor, I wrote in the 
Journal pretty strongly against the prin- 
ciple of the tax, and these opinions T still 
hold. Neither’ Mr. Adams nor anyone 
else can prove that T have changed by

Tn your instructions to me for last Con- 
ference, you ask me to urge that а Chief 
Apiarist and more inspectors be appointed, 
Т have no neod to tell you that to go to 
the Government with a reavest like that 
in these times is to be guilty of the lack 
of a common-sense grasp of the financial 
state of the country; and yet with you T 
fully believe these appointments are abso- 
lutely necessary for the good of tho in- 
dustry. hout assisting the Government 
in raising monoy by the imposition of the 
tax, these mueh-desired appointments ean- 
not be made for years; but with the lax 
in operation, there is every possibility that. 
the appointments will be made imm liately 
the tax commences to operate, Therefore. 
if T wanted to do the most noeesaury thing 
for the industry, it meant waiving {he 
question of prineiple, Ави in this T was 
largely influenced by conversations with 
Dr. C. J. Reakes, the Director-General of 
Agriculture, who stated that if one really 
went right down to the prineiple, it is 
wrong to make tho farmers pay for their 
meat inspection; the hemp-growers and 
dairy farmers for the grading of their 
produce, as it is paying the Govornment 
to carry out their own legislation, nnd 
yet it is all done for the benefit of those 
industries, Mr. T. W. Kirk, ns Director 
of Шо Hortieulture Division, the Editor of 
n lending monthly, and tho assistant editor 
of the leading daily of the Dominion to 
whom I snoke on the matter, all ndvised 
that the line of action was that whieh was 
host for the industry without going too 
deeply into the question of the principle 
involved. This is the sole ronson why I 
have not commented any further on the 
principle of the proposed legislation, but 
have gone right into the netunl possibilitios 
of the proposal, 


Now, Mr, Adams, T am sorry you have 
given mo my congé undor п mass of filthy 


luere, beeanse Т should liko to ask vou 
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one or two questions just in a plain, 
straightforward way, for the information 
of our renders. Tf, as you say, the 
National does not represent the majority 
of beekeepers, will you tell me in how far 
the Poverty Bay Beekeepers’ Association 
represents those keeping bees in the Pro 
vinee? The renson I ask this is that wo 
mny know exactly how many beekeepers 
signed the petition against the tax t 
you now are in favour of with slight moii 
fication, and how many are members of 
your Association? According to the sub 
Seriptions paid into the National, which 
were in 1919, £2 10&.; 1920, £2 10s.; 1 
£1 15s. for the whole Branch, the indica 
tions are that the Branch really has not a 
very strong backing of opinion behind ii 
on this matter or on the importation of 
queens, 


Tt seems to mo that you and your friends 
are ‘‘agin the Government, no matt 
in what form. Yon wrote recently that 
you could market your produce without 
the assistance of the H. and it is 
probable you ean, but you market to much 
hotter advantage to yourselves by reason 
of the existence of that concern. Yon 
до not sell 21b. tins of honey at 10/6 por 
dozen less 23% per cent, freight paid to 
Gisborne, as I did in the early days for 
the TL.P.A., and if it were not for the ex 
istenco of the FLP.A. to-day, when your 
very limited market was satisfied, you 
wonld have to ship to Auckland or Napier, 
and get only nominal prices after paying 
freight. I am not an amateur on the 
marketing question, and you cannot deny 
that tho only reason you are marketing to 
better advantage to-day than you were 
ten years ago is shown in the existence 
of the H.P.A., which controls the supply 
to the demand and keeps prices level. 

So with the National, You ean rin your 
own Branch without its assistance. You 
want freedom of action, &e., ќе. T take 
it that when the National battled for and 
obtained the concession on the freight of 
honey carried on the railway: 
and all your members benefit D; 
wrong, and should not have been grani 
because the National does not represent 
the majority of beekeepers.

some deacription, and the Government have

presenting the beekeeping industry, 
believe the old maxim of ‘‘Union is 
strength '" applicable to the industry 
both for organisation amd for marketing 
problems, und only harm ean come of a lot 
of small organisations for either purpose 
which in all probability would neither 
agroo amongst themselves nor with each 
other. You as n fruit-grower know that 
for about years the Nelson men have 
been trying to get the *"'albtogether'" 
movement in thorough going order, and 
have not yet definitely sueceeded, this 
boing accounted for, ns far as T can judge 
by reading the reports, by the aetion of 
small bodies of men who, like you, want 


freedom of action, although it has been 

ed all the world over that there is 
one system of marketing beneficial 
to the producer, and that is under the co- 
operative principle; and the same argu- 
ment npplies on the side of the organisa- 
tion of any industry—it must be under one 
heading and guidance.

WHERE SHOULD CONFERENCE MEET 
IN 19227 
(TO THE EDITOR.) 

Sir—When the Executive met in Wel- 
lington at the end of October, it was do- 
ided that the next Conference should 
meet in Christchurch. Since that decision 
was made some circumstances have come 
under my notice which incline me to think 
that the decision should be reviewed. 


1. I find that the directors of the H.P.A. 
desire to meet in Dunedin this year, and 
aa the great bulk of the mombers of the 
National are also shareholders in the 
Н.Р.А., it is desirable that both concerns 
should meet in the same town, As the 
business of the Company is directed from 
Auckland, shareholders Otago and 
Southland have very few opportunities of 
getting in close touch with the manage 
ment, and many things inevitably arise 
that are apt to canse misunderstandings. 
To hold the annual meeting of the Com- 
pany in Dunedin would, I think, be a wise 
course, and I am sorry that the Executivo 
(as far ns Т know) were not acquainted 
with that fact before the October meeting. 


2, Sinee the decision to meet in Christ- 
church was published, T have had proof 
of a great deal of discontent and di 
appointment in the Sonthern Branehes in 
regard to that decision.

two concerning the value of the National 
and the Н.Р.А. than they would be likely 
to learn in a year or two of isolation, 
Numbers of these young beekeepers will 
be unable to go to a Conference held in 
Wellington, or even in Christchurch. 
Might Т ask the members of other districts 
who hove been favoured in the past to 
delermine thnt if it is eventually decided 
to bring the Conference to Dunedin, they 
as men of experience will help not only 
by attending the gathering in the 
South, but also by stimulating interest in 
it, and as far as possible inducing Northern 
members to come down and help to n 
it a rousing success, Та particular 
would appeal to the generosity of our Can- 
terbury friends, who not only had 
а turn in their own city, but who for 
many years had the privilege of a short 
and inexpensive journey to the Wellington 
Conference. The South is more in need 
of some inspiration and instruction than 
the country to the North. Let them have 
it. und Т feel sure that in days 
they wili repay all the effort spent on 
them. All through Otago and Southland 
you will meet with proofs of the very

It would be interesting to get some in- 
formation as to what our Department of 
Agriculture is doing for the beckceping 
industry. At the present time, when 
apiarists on every hand are losing most or 
in some enses all their boes, there has 
been no interest, no effort to advise or 
suggest a remedy from that Department. 
„72 We need the help of science, not in 
the form of n bee expert (in whom, by the 
way, we beemen have every confidence) 
whose time is cut down to ‘half-time, 
and whose occupation seems to be mostly 
in the metropolis, with red tape and lec 
tures to new beginners, We need the light 
of science on many phases of this attack 
which we laymen cannot diagnose. When 
we go, day after day, into our bee-yards 
and find bee colonies gone that we had 
hopes of reviving under our efforts to) 
strengthen them and the few inches of 
brood they clung to deserted; when oor 
prospective sinks from crops of four figures 
total to four to six tins (60 1b.) per hive to 
the season ahead, which will not give us 
time to restock our empty boxes; when

But I doubt if official 
dow is equal to the task of counting all 
tho dead hives in the short space of a 
mouth, Other bee diseases we have, with 
Amerienn and British scientists’ help, got 
under control, Tt is with them a question 
of cave and work to save the bees. With 
ihe present trouble, we find nothing to 
savo tho bees, and even the attempt to 
murso them too often leads to a speedior 
desertion and death.
